Autumn  sowing-  is  recommended  from  the  latter  part  of  August  to  the  middle  of  September,  so 
that  the  young  grass  may  become  well  rooted  before  winter  sets  in.  The  sowing  should  be  done  when 
the  ground  is  moist  or  before  expected  rain  ; after  sowing  the  ground  should  be  rolled.

When  the  average  man  sees  a pretty  bed 
of  hyacinths,  Tulips,  or  other  showy  Bulbs, 
in  the  Spring,  he  generally  determines  to 
have  “something  like  that”  in  his  own  front 
or  back  garden  next  year,  but  when  Sep- 
tember or  October  arrives  he  is  apt  to 
forget  all  about  the  pretty  bed  until  the 
Spring  displays  appear  again.  Therefore 
— order  your  Bulbs  EARLY  and  plan  out 
the  beds  for  them  now. 

Bulbs  may  be  grown  indoors  in  the 
winter  months,  when  flowers  are  most  ap- 
preciated. By  successive  plantings  a con- 
stant supply  of  blooms  can  be  had  from 
December  until  May.  The  finest  outdoor 
displays  of  the  early  Spring  months  are 
also  from  bulbs  planted  in  the  Autumn. 
The  cultural  directions  found  under  the 
respective  headings  are  worthy  of  careful 
attention. 

The  time  taken  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions for  the  different  bulbs  to  form  enough 
roots  to  enable  them  to  be  forced  with  any 
kind  of  success  is  as  follows:  Paper  white 
narcissus,  6 to  8 weeks;  Roman  hyacinths, 
8 to  1 0 weeks;  Dutch  hyacinths,  1 4 to  16 
weeks;  daffodils,  jonquils  and  narcissus,  14 
to  16  weeks;  lilies  such  as  Harrisii,  longi- 
florum,  gigantium,  formosum,  speciosum, 


etc.,  will  take  at  least  1 6 to  18  weeks. 
When  well  rooted  remove  to  where  they 
may  be  forced  at  a temperature  of  about 
60°.  Of  course  the  time  will  vary  either 
one  way  or  the  other  according  to  the 
strength  of  the  bulbs. 

Our  bulbs  are  all  selected  first  size  top 
roots,  coming  from  the  best  growers,  and 
should  not  be  confounded  with  the  cheap 
“case”  bulbs  sent  to  this  country  on  specu- 
lation, and  often  sold  at  auction  and  other- 
wise, at  very  low  prices. 

NAME  AND  ADDRESS.  We  often  receive 
orders  with  either  the  name  or  the  address  of  the 
sender  omitted.  As  we  can  do  nothing  with  such 
orders,  the  customer  things  his  order  is  being 
neglected.  We  therefore  beg  our  correspondents 
to  be  careful  to  write  on  each  order  their  name 
and  full  address. 

ORDERS  should  be  sent  as  soon  as 
possible  after  receipt  of  this  catalogue. 
The  bulbs  will  be  shipped  in  proper  time  for 
planting.  They  are  ready  from  August  to  Novem- 
ber, according  to  the  time  of  ripening  and  the 
country  from  which  they  come.  Orders  re- 
ceived earliest  are  sure  of  being  filled  in 
full.  If  left  too  late,  the  supply  of  some 
of  the  varieties  may  be  exhausted. 
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Prices,  as  will  be  seen  upon  comparison  with  others  are  as  low 
as  Highest  Grade  Bulbs  can  be  sold  at,  and  do  not  include  trans- 
portation. 


We  indicate  under  each  heading  of  the  various  Bulbs,  the  mailing 
weight  when  packed,  so  that  if  wanted  by  parcel  post,  our  Customers 
can  determine  the  amount  required  to  be  added  for  postage  according 
to  Zone  rate,  as  per  table  below. 


The  weights  given  are  those  taken 
from  our  stock  last  year,  and  may 
vary  in  some  instances;  should  there 
be  any  difference  in  weight  when 
orders  are  filled,  the  postage  will  be 
adjusted,  and  any  amounts  over  re- 
mitted will  be  returned. 

On  shipments  of  1 5 lbs.  and  up- 
wards it  is  best  to  send  by  express, 
wherever  possible,  as  by  special 
arrangements  with  the  express  com- 
panies, bulbs  travel  at  a reduction  of 
25  per  cent,  from  regular  rates;  it 
is  therefore  both  safer,  and,  in  nearly 
all  cases,  cheaper,  to  send  large  pack- 
ages by  express  instead  of  by  mail.

Thf*  Hvarinth  is  one  of  tlle  most  popular  and  beautiful  spring-flowering  plants  for  indoor  and 
i tic  t l yttcuHiJ  outdoor  decoration.  By  careful  management  in  keeping  up  a succession,  it  may 
be  bad  in  flower  from  the  beginning  of  winter  to  the  end  of  May.  For  a spring  display  in  the  open 
ground  it  is  unexcelled.  Brilliant  effects  can  be  obtained  by  massing  different  colors  in  varieties  that 
grow  about  the  same  height,  and  bloom  at  the  same  time.  We  furnish  very  large  numbers  for  this 
purpose  to  public  parks  and  cemeteries,  and  we  shall  be  pleased  to  recommend  to  anyone  suitable 
sorts,  when  desired. 


OUTSIDE  CULTURE. 


In  this  section,  October  is  the  month  to  plant  Hyacinths  outside.  They 
succeed  best  in  a light  soil  and  a sunny  situation.  If  the  soil  is  nat- 
urally heavy,  some  sand  should  be  mixed  with  it,  and  if  the  beds  have  been  occupied  with 
other  plants  throughout  the  summer,  some  well-rotted  cow  manure  should  be  added.  The  soil 
should  be  well  dug  to  a depth  of  14  inches,  and  raised  from  2 to  4 inches  above  the  level  of  the  walk. 
The  bulbs  should  be  planted  evenly,  about  6 inches  deep  to  the  bottom  of  the  bulb,  and  from 
6 to  7 inches  apart;  if  planted  at  uneven  depths  they  will  not  bloom  at  the  same  time,  but  irregularly. 
Care  must  be  taken  not  to  press  the  earth  too  firmly  around  and  over  the  bulbs.  'Some  successful 
gardeners  follow  the  plan  of  setting  each  bulb  in  a handful  of  clean  sand,  which  insures  proper  drain- 
age. After  the  ground  has  been  frozen  in  early  winter,  cover  with  a few  inches  of  dry  litter,  ever- 
green boughs  or  coarse  manure.  If  this  covering  be  applied  before  freezing  weather,  it  renders  the 
bulbs  liable  to  the  predations  of  field-mice  which  may  burrow  into  it. 


f'T  II  TT  II?  F*  IW  POT9  For  growing  in  pots,  large,  selected,  named  varieties  should  be  used. 
V/ULil  Ul\Li  ill  1 VJ  1 0.  They  should  be  potted  singly  in  5-inch  or  6-inch  pots.  Three  bulbs 
in  a 7-inch  pot  are  very  effective.  The  best  potting  compost  is  fibrous  loam  and  manure  in  about 
equal  parts,  with  some  river  sand  intermixed.  The  pots  should  be  filled  lightly,  and  the  bulb  pressed 
into  the  soil  so  that  its  base  is  firmly  fixed.  About  one-third  of  the  bulb  should  remain  above  the 
soil.  The  pots  should  then  be  buried  in  the  open  ground  to  the  depth  of  6 inches,  and  left  there  for 
five  or  six  weeks,  until  they  are  well  filled  with 
They  may  then  be  taken  into  the 
warmth  will  soon  bring  them  into 
succession  is  desired,  it  is  best  to  pot  at 
September  to  the  end  of  November.  Plenty  of  wafer 
should  be  applied,  and  manure-water  is  beneficial  after 
the  flower-spikes  appear. 

CULTURE  IN  GLASSES.  f“gl<s  b"“ 

adapted  for  culture  in  glasses  than  double  ones.  The 
bulb  should  be  placed  so  that  the  base  is  just  in 
contact  with  the  water.  Soft  rain-water  should  be 
used,  and  a little  charcoal  might  be  placed  in  it  to 
keep  it  pure.  The  glasses  should  be  kept  in  a cool, 
dark  closet  for  ten  to  twelve  days,  until  roots  are 
formed,  and  then  exposed  to  the  light  and  air  as 
much  as  possible.  Do  not  place  them  near  gaslight. 

In  very  cold  weather  the  glasses  should  be  removed 
from  the  window,  as  the  bulbs  cannot  stand  frost. 

The  water  should  never  be  allowed  to  freeze,  and  it 
should  be  changed  every  two  or  three  days. 

Customers  unacquainted  with  the  different  varieties 
will  do  well  to  leave  the  selection  to  us,  only  specify- 
ing in  their  order  whether  bulbs  are  wanted  for  pot, 
glass  or  garden  culture.

In  order  to  assist  our  customers  in  selecting 
varieties  of  tulips  for  beds,  borders,  etc.,  we  give  herewith  a list  of  the  most  popular  varieties, 
in  very  Early,  Early,  and  Late  sorts.  The  height  of  stem  is  indicated  as  “tall”  and  “medium.” 
The  varieties  indicated  in  heavy  faced  type  are  new  and  choice  and  are  highly  recommended.  The 
most  gorgeous  effects  can  be  produced  by  harmonious  massing  of  contrasting  colors.  For  pot  cul- 
ture and  forcing  for  winter  cut-flowers  they  are  also  invaluable. 

CULTURE. — The  cultural  directions  given  for  hyacinths,  on  page  3,  are  equally  applicable  to  Tulips, 
except  that  the  bulbs,  being  smaller,  must  not  be  planted  quite  so  deep.  Four  inches  to  the  bottom  of 
the  bulb  is  deep  enough,  and  a distance  of  5 or  6 inches  between  the  bulbs  is  suflicient.  A little  sand 
around  each  bulb  is  generally  recommended,  but  in  light,  sandy  soil  this  may  be  dispensed  with.  To 
obtain  the  best  results  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  not  be  planted  in  ground  where  Tulips  were 
grown  the  previous  year.  We  recommend  early  planting  so  that  the  bulbs  may  obtain  a good  root 
growth  before  frost  sets  in.  For  pot  culture,  a compost  of  two  parts  loam  to  one  part  light  manure, 
with  some  sand  intermixed,  is  suitable.  From  three  to  five  bulbs,  according  to  size,  in  a 5-inch  pot, 
are  very  effective.  The  pots  should  be  buried  until  the  bulbs  are  well  rooted,  in  the  manner  recom- 
mended for  hyacinths.  Most  of  the  varieties  named  below  are  equally  well  adapted  for  pot  culture  or 
the  open  ground.

Narcissus  are  among  the  most  popular  and  largely  grown  of  spring-flowering  bulbs,  and  deservedly, 
too.  Their  exquisite  grace,  beauty  and  charm  of  habit  have  been  immortalized  in  the  poetry  of  all 
times.  No  garden  should  be  without  them. 

They  are  all  of  the  easiest  cultivation,  thriving  in  almost  any  soil  and  situation,  and  they  may  be 
left  alone  for  several  years  after  once  being  planted.  They  do  best,  however,  in  a deep  and  somewhat 
stiff  soil,  and  in  a partially  shaded  position.  They  are  well  adapted  for  planting  by  the  sides  ot 
streams,  lakes  or  ponds,  and  in  mixed  flower — or  shrubbery — borders.  They  are  also  suitable  for  nat- 
uralizing in  the  grass,  by  the  side  of  woodland  walks,  or  in  open  spaces  between  trees  and  shrubs. 

For  growing  in  pots  they  require  about  the  same  treatment  as  hyacinths,  three  or  four  bulbs  in  a 
5-inch  pot  Some  of  the  varieties  are  grown  in  large  numbers  by  florists  for  winter  cut-flowers.

For  stateliness  of  habit,  beauty  of  form  and  variety  of  coloring,  the  Lily  is  without  a rival  among 
bulbous  plants.  Many  of  the  species  are  delightfully  fragrant.  Though  they  may  nearly  all  be  called 
hardy,  it  is  well  to  protect  them  against  frost  in  winter  by  a covering  of  ashes  or  litter.  They  are  easily 
grown  and  require  little  care.  With  the  exception  of  Lilium  candidum  and  Lilium  tigrinum,  which 
prefer  a deep,  rich  loam,  they  all  do  best  in  a light,  well-drained  soil.  Some  peat  or  leaf-mold  may 
be  used  to  advantage.  Lilium  auratum  cannot  bear  manure  but  thrives  in  ordinary  light  soil.  They 
all  prefer  a partial  shade,  and  the  taller  sorts  must  have  protection  from  high  winds.  Many  of  the 
stronger-growing  kinds  are  well  adapted  for  planting  among  shrubs.  Most  of  them  make  splendid 
conservatory  plants.  For  pot  culture,  a compost  of  loam  and  peat  in  equal  parts,  with  the  addition  of 
some  sand,  is  recommended.

Their  popularity 
is  due  to  their  great  merits,  their  easy  culture,  the  handsome  appearance  of  the  plant,  and  the  bril- 
liant and  striking  effect  of  their  massive,  finely  formed,  richly  colored  flowers.  Among  hardy  herbace- 
ous perennials,  the  Chinese  Paeonies  rank  about  first  for  lawn,  flower-border  or  shrubbery  decoration. 
Paeonies  do  best  in  deep,  rich,  rather  moist  soil.  The  plants  are  gross  feeders,  and  the  soil  should 
be  well  worked  before  planting,  and  enriched  with  cow  manure.  Clean  cultivation  should  be  given. 
An  annual  top-dressing  of  short,  well-rotted  manure  should  be  given  in  November,  and  forked  into 
the  soil  in  spring.  Liquid  manure,  given  in  the  growing  season,  helps  the  bloom  wonderfully.  They 
need  abundant  water,  and  if  they  suffer  from 
drought  at  blooming  time  there  are  likely  to  be 
small  flowers  and  blighted  buds.  The  crowns 
should  be  set  in  planting  about  2 inches  below 
the  surface.  They  may  be  set  in  spring  or  fall, 
to  bloom  the  following  summer.  They  are  all 
hardy.
